PROMINENT MEN THERE 


Papal Legate Praised King 
George As Being Fair to 
All Creeds 


Montreal, Sept. S—Over three 
hundred guests, including most of the 
eminent public men and church dig- 
nitaries in the province of Quebec, 
attended the luncheon tendered today 
to his eminence Cardinal Vannutelli, 
the papal legate to ‘the © Eucharistic 
congress, 

The luncheon was presided. over vy 
Sir Lomer Gouin, Premier ‘of: Que- 
bec, and was given by the povincial 
government. Ton. Chas Murphy, 
Hon, L H. Bodeur and Hon. Sydney 
Fisher were among those present. 
All prelates now visiting the city were 
invited, including Cardinal Logue and 
Achbishop O'Connell. 

Cardinal Vannutelli proposed the 
toast to the King and spoke briefly, 
commenting on the spirit of loyalty 
prevalnt among all classes of Cana- 
dian society. He paid a high tribute 
to King George and referred to the 
cablegram of greeting which had been 
received from ihat. monarch as evi- 
dence of his disposition of fairness to 
all creeds. 

Sir Lomer Gouin, in proposing the 


toast to the Pope, spoke at some 
length on the Eucharistic congress 


and its great importance as an his- 
torical event.

So far, no effect has been felt from 
the strike and the contractors will not 
make any effort to bring in vhe nec- 
essary labour in the shope that a set- 
tlement can be reached satisfactory 
to all.

THE FISHERIES AWARD 


The award of the Hague tribunal 
in regard ito the Newfoundland fish- 
eries dispute, which was announced 
yesterday, has been the cause of a, 
great deal of satisfaction in Great Bri- 
tain. The points under consideration 
have been long under dispute, and it 
isa matter of congratulation that they 
aré'now so amicably settled. Although 
the cable despatches thave called the 
award a compromise, still Britain 
wins two great points—American fish- 
‘ermen ate bound ito ‘obey Canadian 
and iNewfoundland Jaws relating to 
fishing, and ithe “Three Mile Limit,” 
follows the general outline of the 
coast and not all tv: windings and 
bays, 

It is this latter point that will affect 
and be of great benefit to Canada. The 
United States were sctting up the 
claim that the Hudson's iBay was an

THE FLIGHT OVER THE CHAN- 
NEL WITH A PASSENGER 


(From the New York Sun) .. 

Moissant has excited the envy of 
veterans in aviation and taken first 
place in popular favor - by flying 
across the English channel in a mono- 
plane with his mechanic as a passen- 
ger. Paulham, Bleriot, Latham and 
De Lesseps have never attempted 
anything like this. The passage of 
the Channel has always been a sensa- 
tion and caused a thrill of admira- 
tion, although the distance to be trav- 
elled is not great, being less than 
thirty miles. 

Bleriot was the hero of ‘the hour 
when he alighted on the cliffs of Dov- 
er after a dash before breakfast, and 
the late Charles Stewart Rolls be- 
came the idol of his countrymen, for 
Englishmen had not distinguished 
themselves in aviation, when he sail- 
ed to Fraiice, circled over Calais, and 
returned to the English downs safely. 
The Channel flights are impressive be- 
cause the imagination pictures the aer- 
onaut contending with treacherous 
winds and risking a “watery grave.” 
But the danger is probably exaggerat- 
ed. DProvided the flying man has tak- 
en precautions against drowning, it 
may be safer to plunge into the sea 
than to fall to the solid earth, 

In a still air the Channel passage 
should have no more terrors for a 
practiced operator in a well tested 
acroplane than a trip of the same dis- 
tance in the vicinity of Paris or Lon- 
don, and when we remember. that 
Captain Marconnet and Lieutenant 
Fequant of the Krench army, have 
flown in one machine from Chalons to 
Vincennes, a distance of: 110 miles, 
without descending. Should the 
flight of two men across the compara- 
tively narrow channel astonish us? 
Nevertheless Moissant's achievement 
had a distinction apart. He is a mere 
youth, and a novice in flying, he wa's 
not deterred by a brisk wind which 
tossed his monoplane about, and when 
ascending he kept his purpose from 
the mechanic who acompanied him.
